The Catholic Knighto and Ladin of 
America will hold their anonal coOTea 

tlon in Louisville May 2t 2«, ami over 
200 delegates and visitors from all parts 
of the tinited States will be in atteml- 
anoe. Preparations are now beiuK made 
by the local members of the order for the 
proper reception and entertainment of 
the viaitora. The btuineaa aeadons will 
be held in the Weiadnger^Oanlbert bnild- 
lag, at Third and Broadway; aa enter- 
tainment will be given at Blacanley'a 
Theater, the delegate* will be treated to 
trolly and steamboat rides, and finally'a 
banquet will be given in tbetr honor at 
the Restaurant Vntal. The headquarters 
of the delegates will l)e at the Willard 
Hotel. 

The delegates will first assist at a 
aolemn high mass in St Mary's church, 
Bighth and Orayaon streets, on the morn- 
ing of May 24. On this occaalon the 
eloqaeat Father Charlea Raflo will de- 
liver a aermon appropriate to the occa- 
sion. Leading Catholic women and mett 
from all parts of the country will attend 
the convention and the session will be an 
important one. Mayor Grainger will 
deliver the addfaas of wttaNae oa bdialf 
of the city. 

The Catholic Knights and Ladies of 
America is one of the atrongeat benevo- 
lent ordera of meo and wooisa in the 
Uakod States. It has • menbership of 
over 8,000. The order originated in 
LoaisviUe, the fiiat conndl beini; made 
np of members of Father Raffo's parish, 
Oran W. Smith , Dr. William B. Doherty 
and Father RafTo taking a prominent 
part in the early organization. Since 
then it hiui spread all over. the. . country 
and has accomplished much gsod for the 
diurch and its membership. 

Thomas Keeasa. who is a leading 
awnbcr of theorder, la at the haod of the 
loeal Comaiittac of Amngemeata and ia 
ably aiaiiladbjr Miss Msry Sheridan and 
Dr. Peter Oans. There are about 1 ,700 
members iif the order in Louisville and 
they are abundantly Kble to see tliat the 
delegates are properly entertaineil. The 
entertainment at Macauley's will consist 
of addresses, musical selections, recita- 
tions, etc., and the programme is now 
being prepared Mlaa Mary Sheridan, of 
this city, ia the Snpreaie Treasnrer of the 
Kaighta aad Ladies, and haa been hon- 
ored with thia pudtion for nuny years on 
aooooat of her efficiency, strict integrity 
aad devotion to the promotioo qf the 
canse of the order. 

Tuesday morning the Law Committee 
met in Parlor A at the Gait House, where 
the Supreme officers have made their 
headquarters. Those present were Chsir- 
amn James McNamara, of Detroit; Thos. 
A. Fuller, of Cairo; Jamea P. Monohan, 
of Memidiia, Dr. T. B. De Onerie, of 
Marine City, Mioh., and with them were 
Supreme Preaident Jamea H. Cmmley, 
of Detroit, and Supreme Seeretary John 
J. Duffy, of Memphis. 

When called upon by the Kentucky 
Irish American Chairman McNimara 
stated that but few amendments to the 
present laws had been .submitted, and 
therefore the committee had reason to 
tielleve there would be but few changes 
Blade, and aoae of a radical diaracter 
would be reco mme aded. 

Secretary Dnffy saya the Catholic 
Knights and Ladiea have made ateady 
progress during the past two years, and 
now have a membership of about 8,000. 
Since the last convention ten new 
branches have l>een inslltnted, but Ken- 
tucky still leads all the other States, 
having about one-fourth of the entire 
membership. The fact that gives the 
Supreme officers the greatest satiff action, 
and one worthy of note, ia that there has 
aot been an extra aasssaneat levied dur- 
lag the laat two yean, aoaietbiag of 
which ao other fraternal iasuraace order 



During the past few days some feeling 
has developed over the manner in which 
the Supreme officers have treated the 
members of the order in this city. For 
several months the lyouisville branches 
have been working hard in order to 
properly entertain the officers, delcgstcs 
and visitors to the convention, and they 
have been remarkably anccesoful, having 
laiaad a large anm of aioney for that 
purpose. It haa beea reported at thia 
office that the Suprsaw officera have 
altogether ignored their Louisville breth- 
ren and have made arrangements that 
will upset the work that baa been so 
earnestly engaged in for the past two 
years. The local committee had cho- 
sen the Willard Hotel for head- 
quarters, snd also the Weisslnger-Gaul- 
bert building for the sessions of the 
conventioa. Here sUo they ' had ar- 
ranged for a banquet for SOO goeata. A 
great entertainmeat haa been planned 
for Macaaley'a Theater for next Toeaday 



night, when Miss Bee Mullarkey, Messrs. 
Thomas Clines, Charles Parsons, Prank 
Burke, the Mooney twlna and others will 
Uke part in the exardsas. Thcssfkcts 
will be nsde kaowa as sooa ss the con 
vention assembles, sad unless sn agree- 
ment is reached there will be some 
caustic speeches, as the Kentucky dele 
gates want to extend that hospitality for 
which the State is note<]. Another sub- 
ject of adverse comment is the fact that 
our State was ignored in the naming of 
the Law Committee, notwithstanding its 
large membership. The hope is every- 
where expressed that the wishes of the 
Louisville KaighU aad Ladiea wiU be 
deferred to aad lianaaey prsvalL

The 
young gentlemen were mopping their 
brows as they hurried sway. The moon 
was shining too fiercely for them on the 
Old Head of Kinsale.

Tlio.fe gentle- 
men were met by a committee heade<l by 
Con McBarron upon their arrival and 
were taken over the aad otherwiae 
aatertaiaed naUl the hoar for the bm 
lag. 

At 8 o'elodc the diatingalAed vidton 
and Meaara. Bmmet Slattery, WiUlara M. 
Higglns, James B. Kelly, Clareaee Zook 

and George Laut/. were escorted to aeats 
on the stage. Con McBarron, who pre- 
sided, and declared recesses at frequent 
intervals for refreshments, of which there 
was a great abundance, welcomed all to 
the celebration of the ninth anniversary 
of Unity CouacU. He preaented the 
apeakera, who ware rsedved with hearty 
applaase. 

Oraad Prssldeat (Jerdlak. who is 
Pt os ecutl ag Attorney of Ttore Hsnte, 
expressed himself as pleased to be with 
the members of Unity Conncil and their 
friends from Kentucky. His words on 
the Y. M. I. were sincere and earnest and 
made a very favorable iinpres.sion. He 
knew of the ups and downs of the older 
members of Unity and what they did that 
made her a star of the ladiaaa juriadic 
tlon. They had lassoa to be peoed of 
their work, aad with good aca at the 
head there waa a great future for thia ex 
cellent conncil. The Indiana jurisdic- 
tion, he aaid, had increased in both assets 
and members snd was now in a prosper 
ous condition. In an eloquent peroration 
he dwelt ui>on the love and loyalty of 
Catholic men for our glorious country 
and the great motto of the Y. M. L 

When William Fogarty. the popular 
City Clark of ladianapoUa aad Grand 
Secretaty. waa iatrodnoed be waa greeted 
with aa oatbnrat of applauae that ahowed 
his fsme had preceded him. He was 
happy and witty and the story of his 
troubles in Louisville, where "everything 
went straight up," created much laugh 
ter. Mr. Pogarty took for his text 
"Unity and Patriotism," which he aptly 
iUnotraled. He theu dwelt feelingly on 
home tiea and St. Patrick'a Hall in 
ladlaaapoUa. wh«e tlM stats sad stripea 
were first ralaad la this co aatr y la honor 
of patriotic iastraction. It was slso bis 
pleaauie to bring greetings from the 
Grand Conacil. Before closing his splen 
did etTort he read a beautiful poem and 
urged the yonng men to make their 
emblem second to the cross that greets 
them everywhere and mean all that it 
implies. 

James B. Kelly, the next speaker, said 
those preaeat from the three councils of 
Lottiaville caaie aot to talk but to wel- 
ceaw the Tadhms Otaad ofiecn aad 
cdelicete the aaaivcrMry of Ualty, and 
stood ready to ahare with them all the 
blessings bestowed upon the Keatncky 
jurisdiction. Short but pleasing talks 
were also made by Messrs. George Lautz, 
John Crotty, Clarence Zook, Emmet 
Slattery, William M. Higgins and David 
O'Connell. Taken altogether, the cele- 
bration, wblcb laated till near midnight, 
wa4 an enjoyable one and will result in 
great good to Unity Conncil.

Both 
were pleaacd with their reoeptioa aad 



promised that two more councils would 
l>c instituted before the August conven- 
tion. They are both Hiberniana and 
were welcome viaitora at the office of the 
Keatn^y Irish Amcrlcaa dariag their 
hilBf stay la thia ctty. 

Monday night was the time set for the 
joint meeting of the members of Mackin, 
Trinity and Satolli Councils, and though 
the proceedings were I)<)lh interesting 
and instructive the attendance was so 
small as to l>e somewhat discouraging. 
Out of a meni)>ership of about 700 less 
than 200 were present. The address of 
David O'Connell was full of wise sng- 
aad waa well received. He laid 
ISBBS oa the benefits yoaag men 
diarlse ftom partMpadoa ia ooaadl de- 
ImIh^ vhldi sboaM be eacouraged. 
■cdiss like the Yoaag Mea's Institute, 
he said, are great inatitatioaa of learning, 
and alt will profit by the ddbatos sad a 
strict adherence to the law. 

William J. O'Connor spoke on the 
political situation and made an interest- 
ing comp>arisou between Hearst, Parker, 
Cleveland and Goraiaa, declaring the laat 
named the moat caaalflg aad sUiMtslnit- 
agist of the four.

Bx-Supreme Trustee Smith, who hss 
opposed chsnging the present rste of 
sssesament, wss the aezt spssker.

Other delegates expressed themadras 
favorably to the proposed change, and all 
wanted more inducements ofTere<l young 
men.

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mPORT NEOROBS FOR WHITE 
MEN'5 PLACES. 

The Employers' Asaodatloti of 
Louisville Mems detcrmiiKd to 
bKtk op all the local labor tmioBa 

if possible. It is having a hard 
time in doing this, so far as the 
printers' and the bricklayers' unions 
are ooocemed. The last move of 
the Bmployers' Association is not 
very creditable to the good judj?- 
ment of the strenuous leaders in 
that body. It is liable to bring dis- 
credit on the association. We refer 
to the bringing here of a lot of 
negro bricklayers from Memphis 
and the South to Uke the {daces of 
white men. The Bricklayers' Union 
demanded sixty cents an hour, 
which is the wage in Indianapolis 
and CiAHnnati and other .neighbor' 
ing cities. Most of the contractors 
granted the increased wages to their 
journeymen, but others who belong 
to the Employers' Association re- 
fused, and now bring negroes here 
to take the places of white men. 
The negroes were placed at work 
on the new Louisville & Nashville 
shops in South Louisville. The 
daily papers have never mentioned 
this astonishing feature of the con- 
troversy between the journeymen 
and their bosses. Some of these 
very bosses have been complaining 
that the negro population of Louis- 
ville was too large, there being 10, 
000 negro votes here already. But 
that is not here nor there. The 
employers could have secured white 
men to do this 'work by paying 
them two and a baif cents more an 
hour than they pay the imported 
negroes, 

It is surprising that men compos 
ing the Builders' Exchange, who 
have an interest in the future wel- 
fare and progress of the city, should 
make a mistake of this kind, and 
for a few cents a day Uke work 
away from white men and give it 
to non-resident negroes. Such ac- 
tions as these arou.se antagonisms 
among employes and employers 
which should not exist. Labor 
union kaders are sometimes hot- 
headed and make grievons mistakes, 
but we can not recall where they 
were guilty of as grievoas a blunder 
as the contractiug brickhtyers in 
this instance. 

18 COQUETRY A VIRTUE? 

Prof. James H. Tufts, the Dean 
of the University of Chicago f Bap- 
tist), in the course of a lecture to 
his pupils recently, made the fol- 
lowing amazing statement: "Co- 
quetry is a training of the abilities 
which one needs in serious life. It 
is not merely an outlet for the dissi- 
pation of the surplus energies, but 
it tends to the development of the 
higher and intellectual faculties." 

The professor told his pupils, 
men and women, for they have the 
"co-ed" plan in this university, that 
it was all right for girls to flirt. 

Webster's definition of coquetry 
is as follows: "Affectation of 
amorous advances; trifling in love." 
If Webster is correct, it would be 
difficult to discover bow "the abili- 
ties" could be trairied by trifling or 
indulgence "in amorous advances. '' 
To most persons it would seem the 
cultivation of such propensities 
would produce anything but desir- 
able results. ' 

Mrs. John A. Logan, who was 
last Saturday elected President of 
the Red Cross Society, denounces 
the sUtement of Prof. Tufts, and 
thinks it ought to be fatal to hit. 
future connection with the uni- 
versity. 

"Coquetry," says Mrs. Logan, 
"has always been thought demoraS 

izing in every sense of the word, 
and it was considered the root of 



many evils in the character, espe- 
cially of women, coquetry being 
reqionslble for the abundant har- 
vest of unhappiness many of them 
reaped from silly flirtations." 

Continuing Mrs. Logan writes: 
"To make the advances of a co- 
quette one must lay aside modesty, 
one of the most attractive virtues in 
a woman. The employment of the 
arts and affectations of a coquette 
must necessarily make them insin 
cere and deceitful, two abhorrent 
vioeseither in man or woman. Pew 
coquettes have ever overoonc their 
pernicious propensities, even after 
taking vows of faithfulness unto 
death to the man who runa the risk 
of marrying a flirt. Heartlessness, 
the most fatal thing in a woman, 
should assuredly be avoided, as it 
does create in her an aversion for 
many high and holy duties devolv- 
ing upon woman which require 
self-sacri6ce and humility. People 
have been laboring under the im 
pression that education is for the 
development of the higher and no- 
bler qualities of all mankind; that 
knowledge tends to make people 
thoughtful, upright, steady and bet 
ter. No one ever dreamed that the 
cultivation of frivolous, deceitful, 
fmproper,' insitioere, immodest and 
unbecoming propensities could pos- 
sibly develop 'abilities which one 
needs in serious life.' " 

Mrs. Logan ia to be commended 
for calling down this sensational 
Chicago professor. No wonder there 
are ao many divorces when such 
sentiments as those ennndated by 
Prof. Tufts are tolerated in se-called 
Christian univer.sities. 



CATHOLICITY AJMOrKI METHOD- 
ISTS. 



At the Methodist General Coo 
ference in Los Angdes last week 
one of the delegates, a preacher, 
made a vicious attack on the 
Catholic church and presented a 
resolution denouncing ilk church 
and its methods. A lay delegate 
arose in his place and defended the 
church from the attack, which he 
said was unjustifiable. He paid a 
high tribute to the church and its 
clergy and moved the reference of 
the resolution, which had the ef- 
fect of permanently laying it upon 
the table. The defense of the 
church was loudly applauded by 
nearly all of the delegates and 
visitors to the conference in the 
gallaries. The Methodist churdl 
is becoming more Catholic and the 
good spirit shown at the Loa Ange- 
les Conference is to be commended.

The General Coofecetioe of the 

Episcopal church, held in San 
Francisco in 1901, appointed a com- 
mittee of fifteen to consider the 
advisability of changing the legal 
name of the denomination. Some 
want the name changed to the 
Catholic church in the United 
States, others to the Catholic Epis- 
copal church. The committee has 
made up its report, which will be 
submitted to the General Oonfer- 
ence in Boston in October. Seven 
of the committee oppose any change. 
Five members favor a change, and 
say it is humiliating that prejudice 
against the Pope of Rome should 
stand in the way of cilling the 
Episcopal church Catholic. The 
only way out of the difficulty seems 
to be for the High Church Episco- 
palians to join the Catholic church, 
and many of themi are doing so 
every day. 



AS TO CHURCH MUSIC. 

The encyclical of Pope Pius X. 

on church music has been much 

misunderstood, and the impression 
has been created that by ecclesiasti- 



cal law modern music in the church 
will be abolished at once, leaving 
nothing but the Gregorian. The 
contrary is the fact. The first and 
highest place is given to the Gre- 
gorian and a high second to the 
Palistrina style. Modern music 
comes third. The Pope expressly 
says that many of the modern com- 
positions are excellent and the best 
of it may be retained. 

As to the rapidity With which 
the reform in church mnsic sug- 
gested by the Pope will go into 
effect, that will depend upondrcum- 
ttaaces. Instantaneous cbaagcs Mc 
not contemplated and none will be 
made until the Bishop of each dio- 
cese orders them.

The aeriea of artidca publithed in the 
Nttional Hibernian on "The Irish in the 

American Revolution" are very interest- 
ing and iaatmctive. In tbe May number 
the Irlah raee la the early daya of Vir- 
ginia are treated of, aad, iaddeatally, 
tome o^ the etrly Irith tettlert in Ken- 
tucky and Indiana are mentioned, among 
them the Prestons, of Kentucky, and 
Gen. John (libson, the first Secretary of 
Indiana Territory and acting (Governor 
for a contiderable period. Romantic, in- 
deed, wat the career of John Gibson, 
who wat born of Irish parents at Lan- 
cotter. Pa., oa May 23, 1740. He dis- 
tiagaiabed hlmadf tbroagboot the Revo- 
Indiw aad waa appoiated by Preoideat 
JeHerioa Secretary of ladlaaa Territory, 
under Gen. William Henry Harriaon. 

The Kentucky Irish American has 
heretofore nferred to John Gibson and 
can add something to the brief refeience 
made to him in the article in the Hit>er- 
nian which will no -doubt be interesting 
to ita readers in Indiaaa and Kentucky. 
Gen. Gibaon, while aerving aa Secretary 
of ladiaaa Territory, Uved for pert of hia 
tern at Corydoa, not BMxe thoa twenty- 
flve mlteo fron I<oaisvUle. Corydoa was 
thea (1818) the capital ol the Territory. 
Previooi to that time the capital was at 
Vincennes, and in 18'il was moved to 
Indianaixjlis. During the absence of the 
Governor Oen. Gibson was the Acting 
Governor. His addresses to the Legisla- 
ture and other speeches are still pre- 
terred. Hit address to the Indiana As- 
tembly oa February 2, 1813, was on the 
subject of the war (1812) with Great 
Briuia. It ia a atirriag aad patriotic 
address and ia pabliahed ia Dillon's His- 
tory of Indiana. It ia too long to repeat 
here. 

An interesting feature of <',en. Gibson's 
career, an<l a romantic one, was his mar- 
riage to an Indian, the sister of Logan, 
the great Shawanee chief. Gibson was 
the author, or at leatt tbe tranalator of 
Logan 't tpeech, <rbleh appeared ia eveiy 
scbocd reader tweaty-five yeera ago, en- 
titled "Who Is 'There to Mourn For 
Logan?" The apeech ia pnblithed In full 
in Mr. Jtfferton'a aotea. A -depoaition 
was made in Pitttbnrg in April, 1800, 
says Judge Dillon, by John Gibson, after- 
ward Secretary of Indiana Territory, the 
deponent making the following' state- 
aieat in tubttance: 

la tbe year 1774 he accompanied Lot.l 
Daaiore on an expedition against the 
Shawaaaee aad otiier ladlaaa ia the 
Sdolo. That oa their arrival within 
fifteen ndlee ol tbe town they were met 
by a flog, aad a white men iafbrmed 
Lord Dnmore that the chiefa of the 
Shawaneea had requested his lordibip't 
army to halt and send in some one who 
understood their language. Gibson was 
sent in by Lord Dumore, and he found 
Logan, Cornstalk and other chiefs of the 
Sbawanees. And Logan, after shedding 
aa abuadaace teara, delivered to him the 
faaioBa speech, ia part aa follone: 

"I apiMal to aay white ana to aey if 
ever he eatered ItOgea'a eabia hnagry 
aad he gave him aot meat; if ever he 
came cold tad aaked and he clothed him 
not. Duriug the course of the last long 
and bloo<ly war I^gan remained idle in 
his cabin, an ailvocate for peace. Such was 
my love for the whites. • » • Logan 
never felt fear. He will not turn his 
heel to aave hia life. Who it there to 
monra lot Legaa? Not oae." 

Pew of thoae who have read Logaa'a 
apeech ia the reodemof tweaty-five yeera 
ago know ttut John Oibaon, the firat 
Siecretary of Indiana Territory, wrote 
the speech as it came frnni the great 
Indian chief's lips. Few also are aware 
that John Gibson was of Irish ilescent. 
It is well to remind the rising genera- 
tion that Irishmen took a leading part in 
the early settlement of thia region. 

The Hibernian it doing a good service 
ia reooaatiag tbe valor aad chivtlroua 
eoadaet of tbe Iriahmea who biased the 
way for dvlliaatfoB la the greet West. 
When Joha Oibooa waa Secretary of In- 
diana Territory tbe population waa only 
4,000. Now the great SUte of Indiana 
has nearly 3,000,0(X» people living within 
her borders. Her first Secretary and 
tome time Acting Governor has almost 
been forgottea except by thote who Uke 
thetfaaa to look apthefaeto of hiatory.

If milk looks curdled M tast^ aweet, 

strain it through a very fine napkin. 

On Monday, May 16, the Hishop will 
ofliciate at the confirmation of a large 
class at St. Catlt^riaa'a church, New 
Haven.

When iroaing table cloths move the 
iron with the ,warp thread— that ia

Articles of fixxl cooked in deep fat 
should never be heaped on top of one 
another, but laid tangly ia crimpled 
paper to draia. 

Keep a high stool In the kitchea, on 
which yon may ait to prepare vegetables, 
wash diehes or iroh. It caa often be 
used in place of a stepladder. 

Milk toast is improved by the addition 
of a little grate<l cheese just t)efore serv- 
ing. Grated cheese is also a pleasant 
addition to a dish o( mashed potatoes. 

Doa't throw or draia v^etablea into 
the aiak.

Lleut.Klnnarney Rescues Five 
P«r«ons Prom Burning 
Building. 



Lieut. James Kianamey, of the Police 

Department, with the assistance of John 
T. O'Neil, of 180 Shelby street, at the 
risk of his life rescued five persons frotn 
burning bnildings about midnight on 
Thnraday. Uent Xlaaaracy alao ar- 
rested the incendiariaa, Joha Maddox, 
age<l sixteen, and Robert Rannser, aged 
fourteen years, who confesse<l that they 
starle<l the conflagration just for fun in 
order to see a bij; bla/e. 

The fire was in the cooperage establish- 
ment of Joseph Dreidel at 170-178 Shelby 
atreet, which the boys set afire. The 
flames were communicated to adjoining 
cottagea occupied by Mrs. Anaa O'Neil, 
180 Shelby. Mra. JaaMa Aaderaoa, 171 
Shelby, and lira. Mkk Bcaaock, 171^ 
Shelby. The tamatat of theae cottages 
were asleep and were rescued at great 
personal risk by Lieut. Kinnarney and 
O'Neil. Tha loaa to Drcidal waa about 
$25,000. 

The boys who set the place oa fire coa- 
fessed in the Police Court on Friday 
morning. 

Lieut. Kinnarney, the hero of the occa- 
sion, la the father of JoUb Kinnarney, 
who recently performed aa act of heroism 
in stopping a runaway team, saving the 
life of a lady.
